Fouts CABLES IN "IN THE HARBOUR.

Two GOVERNMENT LINES 
» SEVERED. * 


‘Serious damage to to the” ‘tables in “the 
harbour- wea causéd yesterday morning 
by the USS. Jason, the flagship of the 
US. Asistic Fleet Air Squadron, on her 
arrival from Manils. : 

Tha wirship arrived ‘soon alter 8 a.m. 
and made for the Admiralty No. 1 buoy, 


-but before doing so dropped’ hor ,anchor 


within the enblé reserve, with the result 
that ‘somo of the cables were scriously 
damaged. In fact.two of the Government, 
cables were severed. “It is ‘also feared 
that two of the Telephone -Company’s 
cables have been damaged. It is possible 
that ‘slight damago,might have been done, 
but on inquiring yesterday afternoon, the 
information was clicited that the working. 
results were ‘quite satisfactory. During 
the morning the Government telephones 
between Hongkong and Kowloon would 
not function, but repairs were carried out, 
and by the afternoon, communication, 
though somewhat desultory had been 
effected. This was extremely fortunate, 
because the only link with the various 


‘police stations, even with those on tht 


border, is by telephone. 

At the point where the mishap occurred, 
there are sev en cable lines traversing the 
harbour, and the ‘ordinary marks are set 
up to point out. to mariners the part of 
the harbour where they should not anchor 
their’ vessels. ‘(Jn either ‘side of the har- 
bour, the fact that,it is-a cable reserve 
is shown by the word ' Cable” being | 
placed in conspicuous positions. On the 
Hongkeng side the cahles stretch “from 
the praya at the back of the New Fire 
Station to'the Cendtaph. 

It was the first time that the Jason 
had ever been to Hongkong, and” it is 
evident. that, the Captain did not know 
of the existence of the cable, reserve. 

It is manifest. that the warship must 
have being moving, and none too slowly; 
when the anchor Was cast, since it neces- 
sitates a great deal of force to sever. a 
cable line, owing to its - thickness and 
calibre. The cables in the Hongkony 
Harhour are gunk very deep in the silt, 
and the anchor must have’ ploughed its 


“way through the mud and #0 became 


fastened to the cables. ae 

The exact _ dasmage has not yet bene 
ascertained ; but it is considered that it 
is not so serious as was previously 
thought) Acgording to an. expert it 
would not necessitate much work to 
repair the damaged cables if they are 
only twisted. The task will oaly be difi- 
cult if the Jend sheathes are fractured, 
and in that event the cables would have 
to be taken right out and ‘all the water 
extracted. However, even if: cable is 
only slightly damaged, it loses about 
twenty per cent. of its power, Each cable 
costs $10,000. %

be repaired within o week. Probably all 


the Hines will have to. be ‘examined.
